Sir: 

At Is 12 l.M. on November 22, 1963, Lieutenant J. G. Day 391 and Detective 
*• L.^ studebaker 966 arrived at 411 film Street in response to a call fro* 
the dispatcher. Detectives J. B. Hicks 441 and H. H. Williams 757 arrived 
about 3:00 P.S. to assist In the investigation of the shooting of the 
t resident J . P. Kennedy on offense ? 86056. 

Lieutenant Day and Detective Dtudebaker on srpiyal W6 X*5S tc thw 

sixth floor of the Texas school Book Depository building. Three spent” 
rifle shells had been found in the southeast corner of the building. 

These were under the eastern most window on the south side of the build- 
ing further described as the south window nearest Houston street. 

Photographs were taken of the three hulls as found. They were cheeked 
tor prints, marked for identification and released to Detective 3. it. Sima 
629 of the Homicide Bureau. The hulls were 6.5 caliber and no legible 
priatss founds 



About 1:25 P.H. Captain J. W. Frits 9 directed Lieutenant Day to the 
northwest portion of the sixth floor where a rifle had been found between 
some cartons near the stairs. Photograph? were taken of the rifle as 
found, then it was picked up by Lieutenant Day in such a way as to destroy 
no fingerprints that might be present. With Lieutenant Day holding the 
gun. Captain Fritz opened the bolt and a live shell fell fro* the barrel. 
This shell waa in position to fire should the trigger be pulled. The live 
sUe*.-*. w«s chsck©& for prints , marked for 1 don't 1 flection and released 'to 
Captain Fritz. No fingerprints were found. 



The rifle, a 6.5 caliber, made in Italy in 1940, Serial C 2766, was taken 
by Lieutenant Day to the Identification Bureau about 2:00 p.M. and l»»ked 
in an evidence box until further checking could be done. Agent Odum, 
Dallas office of the F.B.l. drove Lieutenant Day to the City Hall. The 
rifle had no manufacturer' s sast and had a telescope sight mounted on it 
which was marked as follows: 

4 x 18 coated Ordinance Optica Inc., Hollywood, California. There 
was a small eloverle&f design with "OiC" stamped inside the clover— 
leaf . 

Lieutenant flay returned to 411 „lm -Street about 2:4? f-.M. and continued 
the investigation with other Crime deene Search officers. 
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About fifty photographs were made of the area involved in the shooting 
and a scale drawing was made of the sixth floor by detectives J. B. dicks 
and d. L. tudebaker. 

She cartons in the area where the rifle was found, and also the cartons 
near the window where the spent hulls were found were du3 *® d 
a palm print was found on the top northwest corner of a carton that 
appeared to have been used by the assassin to sit on while _ t{m 

rifle. This palm print was collected and preserved, along with the carton 
ft c®;® off of , and three cartons .tacked by the window apparently to rest 

the rifle on. 

Lieutenant Say returned to the Identification Bureau about 7:00 i.H. and 
started checking the rifle for prints. Two fingerprints were found on the 
side of the rifle near the trigger and magazine housing f“ d ® f^ 1 ®. P£lnt 
was found on the underside of the gun barrel near the end of the stock. 

It appeared probable these prints were from the right palm and fibers of 
Lee Harvey Oswald, but the rifle was released to the ? . 8.1 . to *® ®®°* 
o&shinrton, J. 0. before the examination was completed and positive laent 
ification of the prints could be made. The prints were not very good for 
comparison purposes. 

arafrin casts were made of Oswald’s hands and the right side of his face 
about 9*00 I.K. November 22, 1963, in the Homicide Bureau office by 
-argeant Barnes 598 and Detective J . B. Hicks. These oasts were 

sent to DO G0X1.. November 23, 1963 for nitrate tests.
